WEEKLY LETTER 


FEEDINC 


Last week we dealt briefly 
with size in horses and we 
could hear some of our farmer 
friends say, “But it costs more 
to feed a big horse than to 
small one,” and yet almost in 
variably the big horse in the 
parade which goes by on the 
highway appears better r. uns¬ 
hed than the smaller one. Is it 
pride on the part of the owner 
or is it that he lias figured 
out that it is good economy to 
have large horses and teed 
them well? We believe it is a 
little of both. After all, three 
large horses will do the work 
of four small ones and they v i 1 
not consume as much feed. Con 
sequently it would he good fe¬ 
ed economy to have big hoises. 

We are still too close to the 
range and to range practices to 
completely release ourselves 
from Jhe idea that horses can 
rustle /for a living at all 
times of the year; even on the 
range celts must be fed duru.g 
their first winter if best res¬ 
ults are to he obtained. We for¬ 
get that the range provides 
nutritious grass, well cured for 
winter feed, whereas the best 
our farms usually supply in 
winter for rustling stock is a 
straw stack and theie »s a 
wide spread in nutritive value 
between the two.
